The 
aeronaut was carried in his balloon in 
a northeasterly direction and passed 
over the town of Attleboro. He had his 
balloon under perfect control at that 
time, and while in the vicinity of At- 
tleboro he descended twice. 


From Attleboro the airship traveled 
In the direction of Brockton, and the 
last seen of the aeronaut by observers 
on shore was 
when he passed 
over 
Scituate early in the evening. 


At that time the balloon was headed 
straight out to sea. 
When Thursday 
dawned without any news being re- 
ceived from Allen and it became known 
that the last time he was seen was 
when he was on the ocean shore head- 
ed out to sea, it was then believed that 
he would never return. 


After Allen passed over Massachu- 
setts bay his plight was more perilous. 
Wednesday night he was over Prov- 
incetown. 
At this point of the voyage 
the wind 
shifted from

New York, July 9.—Redoubled ef­ 
forts to build insanity proof were be­ 
gun by Harry Thaw’s lawyers. After 
seemingly 
abandoning this line 
of 
campaign for upward of a week, coun­ 
sel for the murderer oFStanford White 
have been driven back to it by recent 
developments along the line of Inde­ 
pendent investigation of the crime it­ 
self and the events which preceded i t 


The lawyers for Thaw are begin­ 
ning to learn much about the history 
of their client’s career and of his past 
relations with White and others, which 
was not revealed to them when they 
first took up his case. 
So much has 
been learned by them of their client's 
real character that they are seriously 
contemplating a return to the original 
plan of making a broad plea of insan­ 
ity, in which they expect to be sup­ 
ported by the testimony of the prison­ 
er’s mother, who is now on her way 
back from Europe. 
Apparently the 
claim of justification under the “un­ 
written law” is not to be urged as an 
excuse for Thaw’s act, or, if urged at 
all, it will be made a secondary con­ 
sideration to the insanity defense.

BLOWN TO SEA 
IN A BALLOON 


Boston, Juty 7.—After one of the 
most remarkable experiences in the 
Uistory of aerial navigation, James K. 
Allen, the aeronaut, who made a bal­ 
loon ascension at Providence on the 
Fourth of July, was brought to this 
port 
Friday 
night on 
the 
fishing 
schooner Francis V. Sylvia. Allen was 
picked up at sea 12 miles off Chatham 
IS1^ hours after his departure from 
Providence. 


Allen had a narrow escape from 
death by drowning, the winds that pre­ 
vailed Wednesday having blown his 
balloon a long distance from shore. 
Until news of his arrival here became 
known it had been thought that he had 
met his death, as it was known that 
at the last time he was sighted on 
Wednesday evening he was traveling 
out to sea. 


That Allen is alive is due wholly to 
a fortunate shift of the wind. 
When 
he made his ascension at Providence on 
Wednesday t..e wind was blowing a 
brisk breeze from the southwest. The 
aeronaut was carried in his balloon in 
a northeasterly direction and passed 
over the town of Attleboro. He had his 
balloon under perfect control at that 
time, and while in the vicinity of At­ 
tleboro he descended twice. 


From Attleboro the airship traveled 
in the direction of Brockton, and the 
last seen of the aeronaut by observers 
on shore was 
when he passed 
over 
Scituate early in the evening. 


At that time the balloon was headed 
straight out to sea. 
When Thursday 
dawned without any news being re­ 
ceived from Allen and it became known 
that the last time he was seen was 
when he was on the ocean shore head­ 
ed out to sea, it was then believed that 
he would never return. 


After Allen passed over Massachu­ 
setts bay his plight was more perilous. 
Wednesday night he was over Prov- 
incetown. At this point of the voyage 
the wind 
shifted from 
southwest to 
northeast, and from Provineetown the 
balloon sailed down the outer Cape Cod 
coast. 
The aeronaut was rescued 12 
miles off Chatham by the fishermen of 
the Sylvia. The balloon was saved in 
good condition and was brought to Bos­ 
ton on the schooner. During his flight 
Allen covered a total distance of about 
200 miles, nearly half of which was 
over the water. 
The point where he 
was* picked up is about 77 miles from 
Providence in a direct line.

Now and 
then, of course, it happens that two 
American hens see the same bug at 
the same time and start for it simul- 
taneously, but the unsuccessful com- 
petitor never thinks 
of 
taking 
the 
captured bug out of 
the 
successful 
competitor's mouth. 
Each American 
hen is on the alert constantly. 
Each 
goes for her own grasshopper, as a 
rule. 
If one succeeds in uprooting a 
worm, the others may observe the fact 
casually, but there is never any time 
wasted upon discussing the advisa- 
bility of a division. 


The American hen is no socialist 
She is out of sympathy with the eight- 
hour movement. 
She forms no soro- 
sies. 
She wears no union label. 
She 
rises with the sun and retires with the 
going down thereof, and during her 
hours of activity, beyond giving ut- 
terance to an occasional 
cackle, 
or 
naturally exulting for a few moments 
when she has laid an egg, she In- 
dulges in no frivolities. 


All these things, or things to the 
same general effect, have been said of 
her before, but she Is continually sur- 
prising us with new claims to our ad- 
miration. 
An American hen passed 
through a great fire in Biddeford, Me., 
last week, without deserting her nest. 
The 
fiames 
roared above her. 
The 
smoke well-nigh stifled her. 
The wa- 
ter almost drowned her. But she re- 
mained at her post of duty. And when 
the excitement was all over she con- 
tinued to sit amid the debris. It was 
warm and helped Jier with her task, 
and all Biddeford was amazed to see 
her issue from the ruins on Sunday 
last, followed by her brood. 


Nobody who knows the American 
hen will claim that she is not physi- 
cally a trifle too timid. She lacks ani- 
mal courage. But that she is possess- 
ed of a high degree of moral courage 
has long been conceded. It was moral 
courage that enable<l the Biddeford 
hen to remain on her nest, fire or no 
fire, smoke or no smoke, water or no 
water, until she had hatched out her 
chicks.

ing cruel hours in cotton mills or to 
open summer gardens for homeless 
Uttle waifs on the streets of a great 
city, are being driven, Dr. Thomas de­ 
clares, to demand a vote for the sake 
of the wrongs they try to right.

tu re.

at a respectful distance, as she pur­ 
sues her chosen vocation, apparently 
unconscious of everything around her, 
bent as she ever is upon her useful 
task, will hesitate to testify cheerfully 
to the fact that she possesses, and to 
a very large degree, the one trait in 
which the human race is sadly and 
conspicuously 
deficient. 
She 
does 
her own scratching and attends to her 
own business. 


Individualism has been developed in 
the henyard almost to the point of ab­ 
solute perfection. 
No self-respecting 
American hen would employ an assist­ 
ant in the carrying on of her work. 
She stands for free competition in the 
broadest sense of the term. Now and 
then, of course, it happens that two 
American hens see the same bug at 
the same time and start for it simul­ 
taneously, but the unsuccessful com­ 
petitor never thinks 
of 
taking the 
captured bug out of 
the 
successful 
competitor’s mouth. 
Each American 
hen is on the alert constantly. 
Each 
goes for her own grasshopper, as a 
rule. 
If one succeeds in uprooting a 
worm, the others may observe the fact 
casually, but there is never any time 
wasted upon discussing the advisa­ 
bility of a division. 


The American hen is no socialist 
She is out of sympathy with the eight- 
hour movement. 
She forms no soro- 
sies. 
She wears no union label. 
She 
rises with the sun and retires with the 
going down thereof, and during her 
hours of activity, beyond giving ut­ 
terance to an occasional 
cackle, 
or 
naturally exulting for a few moments 
when she has laid an egg, she in­ 
dulges in no frivolities. 


All these things, or things to the 
same general effect, have been said of 
her before, but she is continually sur­ 
prising us with new claims to our ad­ 
miration. 
An American hen passed 
through a great fire In Biddeford, Me., 
last week, without deserting her nest. 
The flames 
roared above her. 
The 
smoke well-nigh stifled her. 
The wa­ 
ter almost drowned her. But she re­ 
mained at her post of duty. And when 
the excitement was all over she con­ 
tinued to sit amid the debris. 
It was 
warm and helped «her with her task, 
and all Biddeford was amazed to see 
her issue from the ruins on Sunday 
last, followed by her brood. 


Nobody who knows the American 
hen will claim that she is not physi­ 
cally a trifle too timid. She lacks ani­ 
mal courage. But that she is possess­ 
ed of a high degree of moral courage 
has long been conceded. It was moral 
courage that enabled the Biddeford 
hen to remain on her nest, fire or no 
fire, smoke or no smoke, water or no 
water, until she had hatched out her 
chicks. 
Surely, 
among 
the 
many 
things we have to be proud of as a 
nation, we should not, in naming them 
to foreigners, overlook the American 
hen, who foresees her duty and does 
it, regardless 
of 
conflagrations 
or 
cold-storage 
plants.—Chicago 
Inter- 
Ocean.

Six Valuable Horses Burned. 


The warehouse and barn of A, L. & J. 
Happel, near Blue Ridge Summit, was 
burned to the ground early Sunday morn- 
ing aweek. 
There were consumed in ad- 
dition to the buildings, six valuable hors- 
es and a large stock of provisions, grocer- 
ies and other merchandise, 
TJie loss is 
about !f4,000. partially covered by insur- 
ance. 
The building destroyed was 90x36 
feet in size. 
It stood along the Gettys- 
burg branch of the Western Maryland, 
Part of it was occupied as a warehouse 
and it was filled with quantities of the 
merchandise sold by A. L. & J. Happel 
in their store; and part by the stable, in 
which were seven horeesand a number of 
buggies, delivery wagons, etc.

It was tied 
with a rope halter, broke it and escaped 
from the flames. Six other horses were 
tied with chains and perished in the fire, 
The origin of the fire is not known but is 
supposed to have been a spark from a lo­ 
comotive. 
One pair of horses was valued 
at more than $500.

Automatic Guns. 


A new and important function has 


been added to the already deadly shell 
—visibility of its flight at night. By 
means of a torch attached to the base 
of the shell it is possible to watch it 
throughout the entire course and to 
see clearly the exact point at which 
it strikes. With the automatic guns 
now fast coming into general use and 
firing one-pound shells at a rate of 
four shots a second, a practically con- 
tinuous stream of 
fire is 
thrown 


which can be directed 
like 
water 


from a hose, without using the sights 
of the gun, and without knowing the 
range- 


Much of practical value was learn- 


ed from the Japanese-Russian war. In 
repelling the attacks of torpedo boats 
it is easy to imagine how difficult is 
the work of the gunner 
when 
the 


searchlight of the battleship suddenly 
picks up a 
moving 
torpedo 
boat, 


where but a moment before the sea 
was blank. There is no time to find 
the range or elevate the sights. The 
swiftly-moving destroyer must be hit, 
and hit hard, before It reaches the 
SOO-vard mark, where it will discharge 
its 
first 
18-inch Whitehead. 
The 


time allowed to a gunner in which to 
strike some vital part is a little over 
one minute, and his responsibilities 
are great. The suddenness with which 
he is called Into action makes his 
work difficult. It is for these emer- 
gencies when accuracy and extreme 
rapidity of fire are demanded that 
the Illuminated shell is expected to 
be mose effective. 


Exhaustive tests by the army and 


navy show that by its aid field batter- 
ies can go into action at night with- 
out any previous knowledge of the 
range, and that it promotes the effec- 
tiveness of fire from coast artillery by 
showing the exact trajectory of the 
shell, the drift by the wind and the 
amount of "lead" necessary to strike 
a swiftly-moving vessel at long range.

i Ralph Stockman Tarr, professor of 
dynamic geology and phjsical geogra- 
phy at Cornell, and perhaps the most 
noted authority in America on seis- 
mic disturbances, telegraphed to the 
New York Times his views on the 
causes of the disaster at San Fran- 
cisco as follows: 


Ninety-four percent of all recorded 


earthquake shocks occur in two nar- 
row zones following two great circles 
of the earth.

encircles the Pacific, following the An- 
des, the mountains of Western North 
America, the Aleutian Islands, Japan, 
and the East Indies. Forty-one per- 
cent of all known shocks have oc- 
curred In this belt. 


Other regions on the earth have sup- 


plied but C percent of recorded earth- 
quakes, and these for the most part 
were of slight intensity. Consequent- 
ly, areas outside these belts are in 
slight danger of earthquakes. The two 
zones of recent shaking are also re- 
gions of volcanic eruptions and grow- 
ing mountains. 
Tie great majority of the active 


volcanoes of the earth lie In these 
belts, and geological evidence proves 
conclusively that in these zones the 
mountains are still rising. These two 
phenomena, volcanoes and .growing 
mountains, account for the vast major- 
ity of earthquake shocks. The move- 
ments of the lava and of the pent-up 
steam preceding and accompanying 
volcanic eruptions send out tremors 
and shocks through the earth. But 
the most extensive and violent shak- 
ing occurs when the rocks break or 
move along previous breaks, called 
faults. 
Then a succession 
of jars 


passes through the crust, often doing 
great damage. Such movments result 
from the strains to which the rigid 
crust of the earth is subjected In the 
process of mountain growth. 


It Is too early to pronounce a final 


opinion upon the nature and cause of 
the San Francisco earthquake, but 
from what has been said it will be 
seen that it is probable that this shock 
is the result of movements along one

VIEWS 
OF 
PROFESSOR 
TARR, 
AMERICA'S SEISMIC AUTHOR- 
ITY. 


LIKE A STREAM OF FIRE. 


Illuminated Shell« for 
U»e In 
New 
Automatic Guns. 


A new and Important function has 
been added to the already dfeadly shell 
—visibility of Its flight at night. By 
means of a torch attached to the base 
of the shell it Is possible to watch It 
throughout the entire course and to 
see clearly the exact point at which 
It strikes. 
With the automatic guns 
now fast coming Into general use and 
firing one-pound shells at a rate of 
four shots a second, a practically con- 
tinuous stream 
of 
fire 
Is 
thrown 
which can be directed 
like 
water 
from a hose, without using the sights 
of the gun, and without knowing the 
range. 


Much of practical value was learn- 
ed from the Japanese-Russian war. In 
repelling the attacks of torpedo boats 
it is easy to imagine how difficult is 
the work of the gunner 
when 
the 
searchlight of the battleship suddenly 
picks up a 
moving 
torpedo 
boat, 
where but a moment before the sea 
was blank. 
There is no time to find 
the range or elevate the sights. 
The 
' swlftly-movlng destroyer must be hit, 
and hit hard, before it reaches 
the 
SOO-yard mark, where It will discharge 
its 
first 
IS-lnch 
Whitehead. 
The 
time allowed to a gunner in which to 
strike some vital part Is a little over 
one minute, and his 
responsibilities 
are great. The suddenness with which 
he is called into action 
makes 
his 
work difficult. 
It is for these emer- 
gencies when accuracy and 
extreme 
rapidity 
of 
fire 
are demanded 
that 
the illuminated shell is expected 
to 
be moso effective. 


Exhaustive tests by the army and 
navy show that by Its aid field batter- 
ies can go into action at night with- 
out any previous knowledge 
of 
the 
range, and that It promotes the effec- 
tiveness of fire from coast artillery by 
showing the exact trajectory of 
the 
shell, the drift by the wind and the 
amount of "lead" necessary to strike 
a swiftly-moving vessel at long range. 
Without the data gained by watching 
the flight of the first shell the correc- 
tion for wind and speed of a moving 
target would be largely a matter ot 
guess, and 
while the range can 
be 
correctly given, and the 
sights 
ac- 
curately set, It still requires uniform 
velocity of the shell 
for 
accurate 
work.

Shock May Recur^lf San Franclcco 
Was the Centre, She Is Still In Peril 
—Cornell Geologist Tells His Dcduc- 
tlons from the Pacific Coast Disas- 
ter. 


) Ralph Stockman Tarr, professor of 
dynamic geology and physical geogra- 
phy at Cornell, and perhaps the most 
noted authority in America on seis- 
mic disturbances, telegraphed to the 
New York Times his views 
on 
the 
causes of the disaster at San Fran- 
cisco as follows: 


Ninety-four percent of all recorded 
earthquake shocks occur in two nar- 
row zones following two great circles 
of the earth. 
One of these 
passes 
through the West Indies. Mediterran- 
ean. Caucasus and Himalaya regions, 
and In this belt 53 percent of all re- 
corded earthquakes have occurred. 


The other, in which California Ilea, 
encircles the Pacific, following the An- 
des. the mountains of Western North 
America, the Aleutian Islands. Japan, 
and the East Indies. 
Forty-one per- 
cent of all known shocks 
have 
oc- 
curred in this belt. 


Other regions on the earth have sup- 
plied but G percent of recorded earth- 
quakes. and these for the most part 
were of slight Intensity. 
Consequent- 
ly, areas outside these belts are in 
slight danger of earthquakes. 
The two 
zones of recent shaking are also re- 
gions of volcanic eruptions and grow- 
ing moimtains. 


The 
great 
majority of the 
active 
volcanoes of the earth He In these 
belts, and geological evidence proves 
conclusively that In these zones the 
mountains are still rising. 
These two 
phenomena, volcanoes 
and 
.growing 
mountains, account for the vast major- 
ity of earthquake shocks. 
The move- 
ments of the lava and of the pent-up 
steam 
preceding 
and 
accompanying 
volcanic eruptions send out 
tremors 
find shocks through 
the earth. 
But 
the most extensive and violent shak- 
ing occurs when the rocks break or 
move 
along previous breaks, 
called 
faults. 
Then 
a succession 
of 
jars 
passes through the crust, often doing 
great damage. 
Such movments result 
from the strains to which the 
rigid 
crust of the earth Is subjected in the 
process of mountain growth. 


It is too early to pronounce a 
final 
opinion upon the nature and cause of 
the 
San 
Francisco 
earthquake, 
but 
from w h a t has been said it will be 
seen that it is probable that this shock 
is the result of movements along one 
or more fault lines in the course of 
the natural growth 
of 
the 
Coast 
Ranges, 
which geologists have 
long 
known to be still in progress through- 
out the entire 
extent 
of 
California. 
That the Coast Ranges are growing 
is proved 
by 
numerous 
evidences. 
There are upraised short lines at vari- 
ous points along the California coast, 
proving recent uplift. 
The very bay 
of San Francisco Is the restUt of a 
seologlcally recent subsidence of this 
"part of the coast which has admitted 
the sea into the gorge that the Sacra- 
mento river formerly cut across the 
Coast Ranges. 
This forms the Golden 
Gate, and In the broader 
mountain 
valley behind the sea has spread out 
to form the bay. 
A further reason for knowing that 


the mountains of this region are grow- 
ing is the frequency 
of 
earthquake 
shocks In California. 
Every 
year 
there are from 25 to 40 earthquake's 
recorded in the state, and not a few 
of these have been felt In San Fran- 
cisco itself. 
For example, on March 
30, 1898, there was a shock which did 
damage to the extent of $342,000 at the 
Mare Island navy yard. 
The city is in 
a region of earthquake frequency, and 
Itself seems to be near a line of move- 
ment. 
Whether the centre of greatest 
disturbance of the present shock Is in 
or near the city cannot yet be told, 
though the meagre reports so far re- 
ceived 
indicate 
this. 
If 
It Is, 
San 
Francisco Is in danger of future dis- 
asters. 


It is the experience in the study of 
earthquakes due to fault 
movement 
that the slipping may extend through 
a period of days before the strain is 
f u l l y relieved. 
This was 
illustrated 
In the Yakutat bay earthquake, which 
lasted 17 days. 
Therefore, it need not 
be surprising if the shock of yesterday 
is followed by others, but this Is not 
an absolutely certain conclusion, for It 
is possible that the single slip 
com- 
pletely relieved the 
strain 
for 
the 
time. 


Some day—no one can tell when— 
the strain will again need relief, and 
renewed slipping will occur, and with 
it renewed shaking of the crust, the 
violence ot which will depend 
upon 
the amount of slipping. 
It is a neces- 
sary result of mountain growth. 
This 
Ir.stanco is but one of many thousands 
on record, and from all accounts ap- 
[.arently not one of the greatest mag- 
nitude. 
It has attracted our attention 
because it happened to be near a great 
centre of population, and not far away 
from habitations, as was the case with 
the Yakutat Bay earthquake, 
which 
v\as scarcely noticed. 


Coming so soon after the eruption of 
'/esiivlus it is natural to think of as- 
sociation between the two phenomena. 
There is, however, no known geologi- 
cal reason for associating 
the 
two. 
Tiiey are too far apart, and on 
fceparato 
zones of earthquake frequen- 
fcy. For these reasons they can hard- 
ly be sympathetic. 
Geologists will, I 
feol confident, agree that the close re- 
lation between the eruption oC Vesu 
vius and the 
San 
Francisco 
earth- 
quake from the •standpoint of time is a 
tnere coincidence. 
The shpck Is but 
one of many in the history of Califor- 
uia: It Is one out of many in the great 


clrcum-Paciflc 
belt 
of 
• a r f l i V ® ^ 
even 
during 
the 
present 
year^ 
one more movement chanced to come 
near a great city a short time after 
an eruption of Vesuvius. 


I am confident also that, barring ita 
occurrence near a city, geologists will 
agree that the San Francisco earth- 
quake is a normal outcome of roc!{ 
movements which are a necessary re- 
sult of mountain growth. 
The rea«» fl 
for the mountain growth, however, U 
not a subject upon which agreemcM 
would be so general. 
This la not iht 
place to enter into a discussion of thai 
subject, and It must suffice therefore 
to state a hypothesis most generally 
held by geologists as best supported 
by the e\idonce. 
This hypothesis f; 
t h a t the heated earth in cooling is 
contracting; 
that in doing this 
the 
cold, rigid crust along certain lines Is 
being crumpled, placed In a state of 
strain, and broken. 
When the break 
occurs and a ronevvod movement i? 
forced along a previous line of break 
ing an earthquake results. The moun 
tain belt which almost completely on- 
circles the Pacific is 
rrceivlng 
the 
thrust 
from the 
shrinking 
of 
the 
earth, and for that reason Its moun- 
tains are rising all the way from the 
Southern Andes to the Bcrlni? Sea and 
from the Kurile Islands (in the North 
Pacific) to the East Indies. 
With this 
rising melted rock Is forced ouf here 
and there in form of volcanic cones, 
and by their eruptions and by the slip- 
pings of the rocks along fault planes 
earthquake 
shocks 
are 
occurring 
throughout the zone a*d may always 
be expected to occur so long as the 
mountains continue to grow.

TARR, 
AMERICA'S SEISMIC AUTHOR­ 
ITY. 


LIK E A STREAM OF FIRE. 


Illuminated Shells for Use in New 
Automatic Guns. 


A new and important function has 
been added to the already dfeadly shell 
-visibility of its flight at night. By 
means of a torch attached to the base 
of the shell it is possible to watch it 
throughout the entire course and to 
see clearly the exact point at which 
It strikes. With the automatic guns 
now fast coming into general use and 
firing one-pound shells at a rate of 
four shots a second, a practically con­ 
tinuous stream of 
fire 
is 
thrown 
which can be directed 
like 
water 
from a hose, without using the sights 
of the gun, and without knowing the 
range. 


Much of practical value was learn­ 
ed from the Japanese-Russian war. In 
repelling the attacks of torpedo boats 
it is easy to imagine how difficult is 
the work of the gunner 
when 
the 
searchlight of the battleship suddenly 
picks up a 
moving 
torpedo 
boat, 
where but a moment before the sea 
was blank. 
There is no time to find 
the range or elevate the sights. 
The 
* swiftly-moving destroyer must be hit, 
and hit hard, before it reaches the 
800-yard mark, where it will discharge 
its first 
IS-inch Whitehead. 
The 
time allowed to a gunner in which to 
strike some vital part is a little over 
one minute, and his responsibilities 
are great. The suddenness with which 
he is called into action 
makes 
his 
work difficult. 
It is for these emer­ 
gencies when accuracy and extreme 
rapidity of fire are demanded that 
the illuminated shell is expected to 
be mose effective. 


Exhaustive tests by the army and 
navy show that by its aid field batter­ 
ies can go into action at night with­ 
out any previous knowledge 
of 
the 
range, and that it promotes the effec­ 
tiveness of fire from coast artillery by 
showing the exact trajectory of the 
shell, the drift by the wind and the 
amount of “lead” necessary to strike 
a swiftly-moving vessel at long range. 
Without the data gained by watching 
the flight of the first shell the correc­ 
tion for wind and speed of a moving 
target would be largely a matter ot 
guess, and while the range can be 
correctly given, and the 
sights 
ac­ 
curately set, it still requires uniform 
velocity of the shell 
for 
accurate 
work.

Shock May Recur— If San Francisco 
Was the Centre, She Is Still in Peril 
— Cornell Geologist Tells His Deduc­ 
tions from the Pacific Coast Dlsas- 
ter. 


| Ralph Stockman Tarr, professor of 
dynamic geology and physical geogra­ 
phy at Cornell, and perhaps the most 
noted authority in America on seis­ 
mic disturbances, telegraphed to the 
New York Times his views 
on 
the 
causes of the disaster at San Fran­ 
cisco as follows: 


Ninety-four percent of all recorded 
earthquake shocks occur in two nar­ 
row zones following two great circles 
of the earth. 
One of these 
passes 
through the West Indies, Mediterran­ 
ean, Caucasus # and Himalaya regions, 
and in this belt 53 percent of all re­ 
corded earthquakes have occurred. 


The other, in which California lies, 
encircles the Pacific, following the An­ 
des, the mountains of Western North 
America, the Aleutian Islands, Japan, 
and the East Indies. 
Forty-one per­ 
cent of all known shocks 
have 
oc­ 
curred In this belt. 


Other regions on the earth have sup­ 
plied but C percent of recorded earth­ 
quakes, and these for the most part 
were of slight Intensity. 
Consequent­ 
ly, areas outside these belts are in 
slight danger of earthquakes. The two 
zones of recent shaking are also re­ 
gions of volcanic eruptions and grow­ 
ing mountains. 


Tlhe great majority of the active 
volcanoes of the earth lie in these 
belts, and geological evidence proves 
conclusively that in these zones the 
mountains are still rising. 
These two 
phenomena, volcanoes 
and 
.growing 
mountains, account for the vast major­ 
ity of earthquake shocks. 
The move­ 
ments of the lava and of the pent-up 
steam preceding and accompanying 
volcanic eruptions send out tremors 
and shocks through the earth. But 
the most extensive and violent shak­ 
ing occurs when the rocks break or 
move along previous breaks, called 
faults. 
Then a succession 
of jars 
passes through the crust, often doing 
great damage. Such movments result 
from the strains to which the 
rigid 
crust of the earth is subjected In the 
process of mountain growth. 


It is too early to pronounce a final 
opinion upon the nature and cause of 
the San Francisco earthquake, but 
from what has been said it will be 
seen that it is probable that this shock 
is the result of movements along one 
or more fault lines in the course of 
the natural growth 
of 
the 
Coast 
Ranges, which geologists have long 
known to be still in progress through­ 
out the entire 
extent of California. 
That the Coast Ranges are growing 
is proved 
by 
numerous 
evidences. 
There are upraised short lines at vari­ 
ous points along the California coast, 
proving recent uplift. 
The very bay 
of San Francisco is the result of a 
geologically recent subsidence of this 
part of the coast which has admitted i 
the sea Into the gorge that the Sacra­ 
mento river formerly cut across the 
Coast Ranges. This forms the Golden 
Gate, and in the broader 
mountain 
valley behind the sea has spread out 
to form the bay. 


A further reason for knowing that 
the mountains of this region are grow­ 
ing is the frequency 
of 
earthquake 
shocks in California. 
Every 
year 
there are from 25 to 40 earthquakes 
recorded in the state, and not a few 
of these have been felt in San Fran­ 
cisco itself. 
For example, on March 
30, 189S, there was a shock which did 
damage to the extent of $342,000 at the 
Mare Island navy yard. The city Is in 
a region of earthquake frequency, and 
itself seems to be near a line of move­ 
ment. Whether the centre of greatest 
disturbance of the present shock is in 
or near the city cannot yet be told, 
though the meagre reports so far re­ 
ceived Indicate this. 
If it is, San 
Francisco is in danger of future dis­ 
asters. 


It is the experience in the study of 
earthquakes due to fault 
movement 
that the slipping may extend through 


clrcum^Paciflc 
belt 
of 
earlhquatm 
even 
during 
the 
present 
year-* 
one more movement chanced to come 
near a great city a short time after 
an eruption of Vesuvius. 


I am confident also that, barring its 
occurrence near a city, geologists will 
agree that the San Francisco earth­ 
quake Is a normal outcome of roc!f 
movements which are a necessary re­ 
sult of mountain growth. 
The rea*> a 
for the mountain growth, however, k 
not a subject upon which agreement 
would be so general. This is not th« 
place to enter into a discussion of that 
subject, and it must suffice therefore 
to state a hypothesis most generally 
held by geologists as best supported 
by the e\idence. 
This hypothesis I; 
that the heated earth in cooling is 
contracting; that in doing this the 
cold, rigid crust along certain lines is 
being crumpled, placed in a state of 
strain, and broken. 
When the break 
occurs and a renewed movement i? 
forced along a previous line of break 
ing an earthquake results. The moun 
tain belt which almost completely cn« 
circles the Pacific is 
receiving 
tho 
thrust from the shrinking of 
the 
earth, and for that reason its moun­ 
tains are rising all the way from the 
Southern Andes to the Bering Sea and 
from the Kurile Islands (in the North 
Pacific) to the East Indies. With this 
rising melted rock is forced out® here 
and there in form of volcanic cones, 
and by their eruptions and by the slip- 
pings of the rocks along fault planes 
earthquake 
shocks 
are 
occurring 
throughout the zone a*d may always 
be expected to occur so long as the 
mountains continue to grow.

cellence. These things are absolutely 
essential; never so much as today, in 
view of the high-priced land that we | 
have, in view of the quicker returns 
that we must get from these animals, 
and the higher excellence that we must 
produce in the finished product. In 
the fact that we have higher-priced 
feed products the problem presented 
Is, how we may cheapen the produc- 
tion of these animals by the rations 
we use, or the methods we employ in 
growing and producing them on our 
farms, and produce the finished pro- 
duct at comparatively a lower cost 
and without sacrificing any of the ex- 
cellence.

Whether the season is favorable or 


otherwise, the perennials and smaller 
shrubs may be depended upon to pro- 
duce a wealth of bloom, while the an- 
nuals require a favorable season and 
especial care to give best 
results. 


While shrubs require spacious sur- 
roundings for best display the peren- 
nials are well adapted to small gar- 
dens, although in planning for the 
hardy border one should 
allow as 


much space as possible, as in a few 
years a single specimen of some vari- 
eties will form a. good-sized clump. 


Instead of buying as many varieties 


as one's means will allow, it is advis- 
able to plant several roots of a kind, 
although perhaps different varieties of 
the same species. The massing to- 
gether of several plants of a kind 
makes the border more harmonious 
and pleasing to the eye than a miscel- 
laneous collection of plants. Of course 
the taller kinds must be planted in 
the background; 
do not plant in 


straight rows, however, but group the 
plants as naturally as possible. The 
first two or three seasons the space 
between the plants may be filled with 
low-growing annuals.

Saving Manure 
Fertility. 


Many farmers throw the manure up 
Into a great loose pile, where it fer- 
ments so rapidly that it becomes iire- 
fanged, and those materials that go to 
form humus in the soil are destroyed. 


Tbe right way is to first see that 
the ground is level,, or hollowed out 
BO that there is a slope from the out- 
side towards the centre; 
cover thip. 
with straw, or other absorbent, and 
spread the stable droppings over it; 
keeping the heap broad and flat, and 
tramping solidly each day as a fresh 
supply is added. 
This may be done 
by the cattle when they are turned 
out for a little exercise each day. 
By 
placing a couple of rubbing posts on 
the top of the pile they will soon be 
Induced to aid in keeping tlie heap In 
A solid condition, thereby preventing 
excessive heating and consequent loss 
of ammonia. 


The object in doing this is to pre- 
vent the air penetrating the manure, it 
being one of the essentials necessary 
to fermentation. 
Heat 
and moisture 
also assist, but may be largely coun- 
teracted. and reduced to a minimum 
if some form of a shelter has been pro- 
vided, and a liberal supply of suitable 
absorbents is used.—J. H. McKenney, 
Corinth, Ont.

The farmer should be a special- 
ist; education counts for as much as 
experience in the preparation for prof- 
lta.ble farming; young farmers should 
get both the school training and expe- 
rience. 
There Is a demand for sci- 
entific information 
on soils, 
crops, 
breeding, feeding and an 
awakening 
to the value of improved breeds 
of 
stock of all kinds, remarkable inter- 
est in the farm institute work and a 
growing appreciation of the fact that 
agriculture offers a wider field and 
richer returns for a man with brains 
and education than the so-called pro- 
fessions. 


PEARLS OF THOUGHT. 


Reducing Cost of Production. 


At one of the Illinois meetings Prof. 
Curtis, of the Iowa station, in 
the 
course of his remarks said: 
"We all 
know that, valuable as corn is, it is 
not a complete ration, and if we expect 
to produce the best results in growing 
animals, and in dairy stock, and in de- 
veloping horses, and in 
maintaining 
the breeding qualities of our animals, 
we must have a variety of feed stuffs. 
We must have the constituents that go 
to build up the bone and muscle 
and 
properly develop the animal in the 
highest form and highest state of ex- 
cellence. 
These things are absolutely 
essential; never so much as today, in 
view of the high-priced land that we 
have, in view of the quicker returns 
that we must get from these animals, 
and the higher excellence that we must 
produce in the 
finished 
product. 
In 
the fact that we have higher-priced 
feed products the problem presented 
Is, how we may cheapen the produc- 
tion of these animals by the rations 
we use, or the methods we employ in 
trowing and producing them on our 
farms, and produce the finished pro- 
duct at comparatively a lower 
cost 
and without sacrificing any of the ex- 
cellence. 
I believe that the grass crop 
affords today the 'isurest and 
most 
practical 
means 
of 
accomplishing 
cheaper production. 


The Hardy Perennials. 


The hardy perennials appeal strong- 
ly to the farmer's wife, as they are so 
easily cared for and once established 
will last for years. 
To real 
fiower- 
lovers it is a good deal of satisfaction 
to feel that when frost comes and de- 
spoils our garden of its beauty, it is 
only for a few months; after the win- 
ter's rest they will awaken to new life 
and beauty without any further effort 
I on our part. 


Whether the season is favorable or 
otherwise, the perennials and smaller 
shrubs may be depended upon to pro- 
duce a wealth of bloom, while the an- 
nuals require a favorable season and 
especial care to give best 
results. 
While shrubs require spacious 
sur- 
roundings for best display l,he peren- 
nials are well adapted to small gar- 
dens-^ although in planning for the 
hardy border one should 
allow as 
much space as possible, as in a few 
years a single specimen of some vari- 
eties will form a good-sized clump. 


Instead of buying as many varieties 
as one's means will allow, it is advis- 
able to plant several roots of a kind, 
although perhaps different varieties of 
the same species. 
The massing 
to- 
gether 
of several plants of a 
kind 
makes the border more 
harmonious 
and pleasing to the eye than a miscel- 
laneous collection of plants. 
Of course 
the taller kinds must be planted 
in 
the background; 
do not 
plant 
in 
straight rows, however, but group the 
plants as naturally as possible. 
The 
first 
two or three seasons the space 
between the plants may he filled with 
low-growing annuals. 


One may begin with a few plants 
adding to them from time to time un- 
til in a few years the result is a choice 
collection of plants that will not only 
add to the beauty of the home but to 
its value as wel).—Ella L. Dayson, in 
the Epitomist.

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Feeding the Land, 


After the home resources In 
the 
enrichment of the soil have been ex- 
hausted it is time to turn to commer- 
cial fertilizers to supply deficiencies. 
It Is a very simple matter to spread 
around the trees each year the con- 
tents of a few fertilizer bags. 
This is 
much easier than spreading 
several 
loads of manure or sowing and plow- 
ing under a green manuve crop. 
It 
takes less time and less worry. Hence, 
many people who o^ra a few fruit 
trees come to rely upon commercial 
fertilizers alone, neglecting the other 
sources of fertiljty that have 
been 
mentioned. 
This is a great mistake. 
The home fruit grower should use com- 
mercial fertilizers to supplement—not 
to replace—tillage, green manures and 
barnyard manures. 
Some fruit gar- 
dens, like some farms, are fertilizer 
pick. 
They have been dosed 
with 
large quantities of high-grade fertili- 
zers, but the humus content of the soil 
has not been kept up. If fertilizers 
are used, apd usually they must be, 
liet them be in conjunction with man- 
uring. The purchaser of commercial 
fertilizers is in the way of many pit- 
falls, for some fertilizers, like many 
breakfast foods, are not as nourishing 
as the advertisement suggests,, and 
th«y are very frequently used with- 
out definite knowledge of what 
the 
soil needs or what they contain.—S. 
W. Fletcher in the .Garden Magazine,

culminated in the French revolution, 
and he can claim lineage 
with

long line of the Louis of France, St. 
Louis, Louis XI., Louis XIV. and all 
the Philips and Ferdinands of Spain, 
Including our own patron, Isabella, 
p In his paternal line are great men, 
wise rulers and good men, and also 
monsters of tyranny, debauchery and 
every human frailty. 
Such names as 
Philip II., Alva, Torquemada, Crazy 
\ Jane, Isabella the Catholic, St. Louis, 
all suggest possibilities of inherited 
tendencies that may have 
come 
to 
this amiable youth from his paternal 
line. 
Alfonso bears in his face to a 
striking degree the physiognomical 
marks of his lineage. 
The high nose 
of the Bourbons, the pendulous lip of 
the Hapsburgs and the emaciated fig­ 
ure of the Spanish line are his. 
He 
has given no evidence of that foolish 
pride which cost the life of one of his 
ancestors because the grandee whose 
business it was to attend to the fire 
did not happen to be present 
when 
the fumes of the stove threatened the 
monarch’s life. 
On the contrary, Al-

fonso XIII. seems to be a good deal 
of a democrat.—Indianapolis Star.

Saving Manure Fertility. 


Many farmers throw tho manure up 
Into a great loose pile, where it fer­ 
ments so rapidly that it becomes fire- 
fanged, and those materials that go to 
form humus in the soil are destroyed. 


The right way is to first see that 
the ground is level, or hollowed out 
so that there is a slope from the out­ 
side towards the centre; 
cover this 
with straw, or other absorbent, and 
spread the stable droppings over it; 
keeping the heap broad and flat, and 
tramping solidly each day as a fresh 
supply is added. 
This may be done 
by the cattle when they are turned 
out for a little exercise each day. By 
placing a couple of rubbing posts on 
the top of the pile they will soon be 
Induced to aid In keeping the heap in 
a solid condition, thereby preventing 
excessive heating and consequent loss 
of ammonia. 


The object in doing this is to pre­ 
vent the air penetrating the manure, it 
being one of the essentials necessary 
to fermentation. 
Heat and moisture 
also assist, but may be largely coun­ 
teracted, and reduced to a minimum 
if some form of a shelter has been pro­ 
vided, and a liberal supply of suitable 
absorbents is used.—J. K. McKenney, 
Corinth, Ont.

Reducing Cost of Production. 


At one of the Illinois meetings Prof. 
Curtis, of the Iowa station, in the 
course of his remarks said: 
“We all 
know that, valuable as corn, is, it is 
not a complete ration, and if we expect 
to produce the best results in growing 
animals, and in dairy stock, and in de­ 
veloping horses, and in maintaining 
the breeding qualities of our animals, 
we must have a variety of feed stuffs. 
We must have the constituents that go 
to build up the bone and muscle 
and 
properly develop the animal in the 
highest form and highest state of ex­ 
cellence. These things are absolutely 
essential; never so much as today, in 
view of the high-priced land that we 
have, in view of the quicker returns 
that we must get from these animals, 
and the higher excellence that we must 
produce in the finished product. 
In 
the fact that we have higher-priced 
feed products the problem presented 
Is, how we may cheapen the produc­ 
tion of these animals by the rations 
we use, or the methods we employ in 
growing and producing them on our 
farms, and produce the finished pro­ 
duct at comparatively a lower cost 
and without sacrificing any of the ex­ 
cellence. 
I believe that the grass crop 
affords today the ^surest and most 
practical 
means 
of 
accomplishing 
cheaper production.

The massing to­ 
gether of several plants of a kind 
makes the border more harmonious 
and pleasing to the eye than a miscel­ 
laneous collection of plants. Of course 
the taller kinds must be planted 
in 
the background; 
do not 
plant 
in 
straight rows, however, but group the 
plants as naturally as possible. The 
first two or three seasons the space 
between the plants may be filled with 
low-growing annuals. 


One may begin with a few plants 
adding to them from time to time un­ 
til in a few years the result is a choice 
collection of plants that will not only 
add to the beauty of the home but to 
its value as well.—Ella L. Layson, in 
the Epitomist.

Feeding the Land, 


After the home resources in the 
enrichment of the soil have been ex­ 
hausted it is time to turn to commer­ 
cial fertilizers to supply deficiencies. 
It is a very simple matter to spread 
around thç trees each year the con­ 
tents of a few fertilizer bags. This is 
much easier than spreading several 
loads of manure or sowing and plow­ 
ing under a green manul-e crop. 
It 
takes less time and less worry. Hence, 
many people who own a few fruit 
trees come to rely upon commercial 
fertilizers alone, neglecting the other 
sources of fertility that have been 
mentioned. This is a great mistake. 
The home fruit grower should use com­ 
mercial fertilizers to supplement—not 
to replace—tillage, green manures and 
barnyard manures. 
Some fruit gar­ 
dens, like some farms, are fertilizer 
sick. 
They have been dosed with 
large quantities of high-grade fertili­ 
zers, but the humus content of the soil 
has not been kept up. If fertilizers 
are used, apd usually they must be, 
1/et them be in conjunction with man­ 
uring. The purchaser of commercial 
fertilizers is in the way of many pit­ 
falls, fur some fertilizers, like many 
breakfast foods, are not as nourishing 
as the advertisement suggests, and 
they are very frequently used with­ 
out definite knowledge of what the 
soil needs or what they contain.—S. 
W. Fletcher in the .Garden Magazine.
